eventually became the Common 
Couse of BO many States and 
nations. I do this with no desire 
to make invidious comparisons or 
rouse purposciess rivalries with our 
greatest Ally, the United-States, to 
whom wo owe immeasurable and 
enduring gratitude. But it is ‘to 
the. combined interest of the 
English-speaking world - that the 
magnitude of tho British war- 
making effort should be known and 
realised, 

Up. till July, 1944, Britain and 
her, Empire had .a substantially 
larger number: of divisions in 
contact with the enemy than the 
United States, This  gencral 
figure includes not- only the Epro- 
can and Adrican schemes, but 
also all the war in Asia against 
Japan. Up till tho arrival in Nor 
mandy in the autumn of 1944 of 
tho great mass of the American 
Army, wa had always the right to 
speak at Ieast as an equal and 
usually as the predominant part- 
ner in every theatre of war except 
the Pacific and the Australasian;

The figures, were published by

On Hungary's total exports In 
that month, Britain took approxi- 
+ mately US$4,500,000 worth, or 
‘22,5 per cent.,In uddition, US$2,~ 
000,000 worth went’ to what the 
Bulletin calls the “Anglo-Saxon 
, zone of Germany.", Russin took 
US$12,500,000 worth. 


Hungary brought abdut US$L-~ 
700,000 worth from Yugoslavia, 
slightly less from  Czechoslova- 
kia, US$1,600,000 from Britaln, 
and received only US$1,200,000 
from Russia.

Main Recommendations 


The proposal to form a Councell 
of Europe came Inst week during 
au mecting of the Foreign Minls- 
ters of the five Brussels pact 
powers.

Banker On 
Dangers Of 
‘ Atlantic Pact - 


New York, February 5. 

Mr. James P. Warburg, pro- 
minent American banker, sald 
itoday that the United States is 
laying itself open to the danger 
of another, Dunkirk by arming 
the nations of Western Europe 
under the North Atlantic secur- 
ity pact. 


Mr. Warburg, former New Deal 
oMelal in the Office of War In- 
formation, submitted a memoran~ 
dum on the proposed pact to 48 
Senators and 60 members of the 
House of Representatives, 


He offered five objections to 
acceptance of the pact, emphasis- 
ing that one great danger was the 
weakening of the Mar- 
shall Plan for construc- 
tive rehobilitatlon of Europe at 
n time when the malin danger 
from Communism fs political, and 
not military. 

Referring to Dunkirk, where 
the British Army lost virtually 
all its equipment in a hasty eva- 
evation of the Continent, 
Warburg pointed out that the 
United States faces the same dis- 
aster “on a gigantic scale” unless 
it can make certain the United 
States can hold Western Europe 
and not just fight a brief delay- 
ing action there. : 

“If we should suffer a Dunkirk, 
we would have no one to fall 
back upon in the sense thot Bri- 
tain had us tn 1940,” he sald. He 
said the effective defence of Wes- 
tern Europe would require elther 
the -remilttarisation and rearmg- 
ment of Western Germany, or the 
stationing of ~Jarge American 
forces in, Europe before any war 
starts. ‘ 

The first method, he sald, 
would raise great protests while 
the secorid would invite attack 
from the -Soviet Union.—United 
Press, :

five War Cablnet Minister. They 
were the only ones who had a 
right to have their hends cut off 
on Tower HIN if we did not win, 
The rest could. suffer for Dopart- 
mental’ shortcomings, but not on 
ueccunt of the policy of the State.

Power 

In my long political experience 
LI had held most of the great ollices 
of State, but LE readily admit that 
the post which had now dallen to 
me Was the one 1-Iiked — the best. 
Power, for the sake of lording it 
over fellow-creatures or adding to 
personal pomp, {ys rightly judyvd 
base. But power jn a national 
crisis, when a man believes he 
knows what orders should be 
given, is o dleastny. In any sphere 
of action there can be no com- 
parison between the positions of 
Number 1 and. Numbers 2, 3 or 4. 

The duties and the problems of 


all persons other than Number, 1; 


are quite different and: in many 
ways more diMcult, Ip is always o 
misfortune when Number 2 or 3 
has to irtitintya’ dominant plan or 
policy, He has to consider not-only 
the merits of the policy but the 
mind of his chief; not only what 
to advise, but what It is wproper 
for him In his station to advise; 
not only what to do, but how to 
Ret it agreed, and how to get ft 
done. 

Moreover, Number 2 or 3 will 
hive to reckon with Numbors 4, 
6 and 6, or may be some bright 
outsider, Number 20. Ambitlon, not 
so much for. vulgar ends, but. for 
fame, glints ln every mind, There 
are always soveral points of view 
which may be-right, and many 
which aro plausible. [ was ruined
